ORING FOR PAY

Flood of Bills Turned into Wall Street by 
American Manufacturers. 


As a Result Foreign Exchange Drops to Record Low 
Figures — The Dollar Now the Standard of Measure- 
ment — England Loses Control of World’s Wealth.

George Clare. head of a leading ex- 
change house, told the Associated 
Press representative that in his opin- 
jon an issue of short time bonds at an 
attractive rate for the N.w York mar- 
ket was the best solution of the situ- 
ation and he believed it would have 
to be adopted. His cable reports 
showed that exchange rate opened at 
4.70%. as againet Saturday's closing 
here at 4.72. Toward noon it declined 
to 4.68 and fluctuated around there 
throughout the day. Mr. Clare pointed 
out that the remedy found in selling 
American securities held here had 
been practically exhausted. He esti- 
mated that these sales had reached 
14.00% ($20,000,000) weekly for 
some time, and had aggregated shout 
4100,00, ($500,.000,000.) which 
was about all the relief feasible from 
that source. 

“The best course now.“ he said, 16 
one I understand is under considera- 
tion.

{Baltimore Sun:] The University of 
Berlin will confer the degree of doctor 
of philosophy upon all candidates 
who, after passing the required exam- 
ination and submitting the required 
thesis, have been killed in battle be- 
fore they could be formally invested 
with the degree. Perhaps, in the 
course of human events, the world 
may reach a stage of thought in which 
the conviction will be general that war 
is a very unphilosophic thing. There 
are many schools, it is true, but we 
generally think of a philosopher as a 
man who decides questions with 
brains, not with bullets.

War is the last argu- 
ment of kings; ft,ought not to be the 
last argument of philosophers. But 
so long as men are made of flesh and 
blood, when a crisis comes you will 
nearly always find a very flerce patriot 
under the skin of the most sedate 
philosopher.

It may not be dented that for many 
years the attitude of the Seuth American 
republics toward the United States was far 
from being as friendly as & should have 
been. The tendency of Latin America was 
to trade with Furope rather than the United 


States, and our neighborly efforts to estab- | 


lish relations of cordial friendship were re- 
ceived with suspicion and distrust. 

Elihu Root, when Secretary of State, made 
a trip to the Latin republics and was re- 
ceived with cold courtesy. Secretary Knox 
made a similar trip, but falled to break the 
ice of South American reserve. 

During our war with Spain to free Cuba, 
Latin America insisted that the ultimate ob- 
ject of the United States was to annex Cuba, 
and notwithstanding our aiding Cuba to set 
up and maintain an independent govern- 
ment, theré was a lurking suspicion in the 
Latin-American mind that sooner or later 
the time for annexation would arrive. 

Our customhouse policy in Santo Domingo 
was regarded as a renewal of the effort 
made by Gen. Grant in 1870 to secure the 
annexation of that island. 

Last year signaled the disappearance of 


against the United States. At the A.B.C. 
! conference the representatives from Argen- 
| tina, Brazil and Chile were fully convinced 
of the good faith of the United States, and 
that we did not seek to acquire a rod of 
Mexican territory, or anything but the ad- 


States, would obtain from a restoration of 
peace and order in that distracted land. 

A conference of representatives of the 
leading Latin-American countries began yes- 
terday at Washington, with the avowed pur 
pose of forming a | e of all the nations 
of North and South erica for mutual de- 
fense and commercial! intercourse, and, in- 
cidentally, to recommend a plan of peace for 
Mexico. 

There was a Pan-American conference 
held in Washington in October, 1889. It 
was presided over by James G. Blaine. Con- 
gress had passed an act authorizing the 
President to invite the several Latin 
American governments to this conference. 
The objects specified for this conference 
were measures for keeping the peace, & 
customs union, improved means of commu 
nication between all the American countries, 
the adoption of a common silver coin, unt- 
form weights and measures, patent rights. 
copyrights and trade-marks. All the coun- 
tries sent delegates except Santo Domingo. 
No distinct plan was formulated by it, but it 
aided to promote friendly feelings between 
| our southern neighbors and ourselves. 

At the suggestion of President McKinley 
the second Pan-American conference was 
summoned by President Diaz of Mexico. It 
met at thé City of Mexico, October 22, 1901, 
and continued in session over two months. 
The principal topic was arbitration. Ten 
delegates were in favor of compulsory arbi- 
tration and affixed their signatures for a 
project to that effect. ‘But a majority of the 
delegates agreed to become parties to the 
Hague convention of 1899. 

The third Pan-American conference as- 
sembied at Rio Janeiro, July 21, 1906, and 
continued in session until August 21. In 
this convention all American countries were 
represented except Haiti and Venezuela. 
This convention was addressed by Elihu 
Root. It voted to instruct delegates at the 
Hague to secure a general arbitration con- 
| vention “so effective and definite as to merit 
the approval of the civilized world,” that 
should be “accepted and put into force by 
every nation.” 

The fourth Pan-American convention met 
at Buenos Aires in 1910. It indorsed the 
action of its predecessors and agreed to ar- 
bitrate all financial disputes that could not 
be settled by diplomacy. 

The Times entertains hopes that the rep- 
resentatives of Latin America who recently 
assembled will formulate a successful 
plan for putting an end to Mexican anarchy. 
If this can be accomplished the road will be 
open for an American peace league that will 
be, so far as the Americas are concerned, a 
government of governments, which may de- 
velop into a government of governments of 
the world. 


ONSORIPTION IN ENGLAND. 

If Great Britain adopts conscription it 
will be one of the tronical outcomes of the 
war. For Great Britain was out to fight 
militariam, and there has been no greater 
scorn of the conscript soldier than in the 
United Kingdom. When Lord Roberts, her 
greatest little soldier of modern times, ad- 
vocated onal service, he aroused a 
storm of fre'and the newspapers flooded the 
country with anti-conscription editorials, 
upholding the sublime wisdom of the volun- 
tary system, frediom, liberty, all the things 
which we of these United States have been 
taught to hold dear. 

Bonar Law, the leader of the Conserva- 
tive party in Great Britain, said in a speech 
@ few days ago, that a Federal Parliament 
of the Empire was bound to be the outcome 
of the war; as the overseas dominions had 
proved their loyalty and their strength so 
remarkably in this crisis, when the enemy 
counted so confidently on their dereliction, 
that there can be no question about them 
having a voice in the government of the 
empire of the future. 

And two of those dominions, New Zealand 
and Australia, continents in themselves, 
already have a system of national service. 
South Africa hag’ it in all but name, for in 
the Boer war every Boer and every Eng- 
lishman capable of carrying a rifle looked 
upon it as plain duty to fight. It is rare 
to find a man in South Africa who is not 
used to firearms and prepared to use them. 

Canada, too, has shown herself amenable 
to conecription arguments. India is the 
one portion of the empire that is unlikely 
to come under the conscription scheme, for 
England still distrugts the advisability of 
arming those millions of native Indians in a 
country which she holds largely by pres- 
tige and moral suasion. Yet there are ad- 
vocates of high standing, like Lord Mor- 
ley, who consider that India can safely be 
trusted now, that not only Is a larger meas- 


ure of self-covernment her due, but that she 


would prove a happier and healthier por. 
tion of the empire with a greater measure 
of independence and responsibility.

DUAL HANGING A HOLIDAY. 


[Starksville (Miss.) Dispatch to 
Philadelphia Press:] Turned into a 


public holiday spectacle by the au- 
thorities and local business men, two 
colored men, Dit Seale and Peter 
Bolen, were hanged here today. 

The harsh rattle of the trap of the 
gallows which killed them no sooner 
had died away than the clattering of 
knives and forks on plates arose and 
5000 picnickers began eating their 
lunches under the scaffold. 

The throng contained whites and 
colored. Most of the crowd came to 
Starkeville yesterday that they might 
not mies the fi public legal hanging 
here in years. e dual hanging was 
arranged by the authorities in a nat- 
ural amphitheater in the center of 
which stood the gallows. 

While the men were being prepared 
for death soda water stands were do- 
ing a rushing business, and below the 
ecaffolad a colored man was dealing 
out sandwiches to the hungry. Seals 
made a full confession of his part in 
the murder of a railroad porter, for 
which he was convicted, and imp 
cated Bolen. Bolen then denied all 
knowledge of the murder, declaring 
his innocence. They stepped upon the 
trap and asked that their shoes be 
removed. 

The straps were adjusted, the caps 
arranged and the ropes put around 
their necks. When was an- 
nounced they called “goodby” to 
Sheriff Nickels. 

“Goodby.” replied the Sheriff, as 
he cut with his jack knife the rope 
which sprung the death trap. The 
bodies shot down five and a half feet 
and to eternity.

RIGHTS TO DAM ON MALIBU 
UPHELD BY COURT. 


Raling that no Land its Entitled 
te Double Use as Riparian and by 


Holding that no land is entitled to 
a double use of water, namely, a use 
as riparian land and a further use 
under the law of appropriation, 
Judge Finlayson yesterday held that 
Mrs. May K. Rindge, in her action 
against the Crags Land Company and 
the Crags Country Club, never e- 
quired an appropriator’s right to the 
use of any water in Malibu Creek. 

This decision came after a three 
months’ trial, starting in November, 
1914, and closing last January, re- 
volving around the construction of 
the pleasure lake by the Crags Coun- 
try Club. The action was brought pri- 
marily for the purpose of enjoining 
the Crags Land Company and the club 
from maintaining the dam on Malibu 
Creek located the beautiful 
country club. 

The suit also involved the deter- 
mination of the rights of the litigants 
to the use of the waters in the creek, 
Mrs. Rindge claiming the rights as an 
appropriator as well as those of a 
riparian proprietor. The club people 
claimed only the riparian rights. 

Mrs. Rindge claimed that the dam 
diminished the water in the stream 
below it so that she was cut off of, 
the full supply she required for irri- 
gation and other purposes. The dam 
has a surface of about twenty-four 
acres. Her clafma were that the dam 
caused a diminution of the water in 
Malibu Creek, seepage of the water 
in the lake through a forma 
tion at the north side of the dam. 
diminution of the storage capacity of 
the gravels by reason of them ng 
submerged under the dam, and po- 
ration from the surface of the dam 

The country club claimed there Was 
no loss due to seepage; that the grav- 
els were saturated during the sum- 
mer season, and that before the dam 
was built the ground was marshy and 
so covered with vegetation that evapo- 
ration was greater than it is at pres- 
ent. 

The court believed that Mrs. 
Rindce’s action wes actuated by the 
effect upon the creek at the Rindge 
intake of Knagenhelm dam. Because 
of the peculiar fluctuations of this 
dam the court found that the country 
club’s take has not @iminished the 
flow tn the Malibu Creek. 

The court held that a parcel of land 
owned by Mrs. Rindge, and character- 
ized during the trial as “beans.” and 
other parcels similarly situated. are 
riparian to the Malibu Creek.
